DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the Pre-Appeal filed on 1 1/04/09. Claims 1- 
13 are pending. 

2. A conference has been held on 1 1/05/09, after further discussion, the previous 
Office Action has been vacated, and a new Office Action is hereby forth coming. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance and in light of Applicant arguments. 

Independent claims 1 , 5 and 1 0 are directed to "means for opening said exit gate 
upon receipt of the payment amount; and means for providing two-way video and audio 
communication with a monitoring facility remote from said payment terminal enabling 
two-way audio and video interaction between a customer at the payment terminal and a 
live attendant at the monitoring facility". 

The closest prior art of record: Admasu et al. (2002/0032601) discloses 
electronic payment parking lot system and method. 

Resnick et al. (2001/0001321) discloses electronic payment system utilizing 
intermediary account. 

However, the combination of Admasu and Resnick do not teach or suggest 
"means for opening said exit gate upon receipt of the payment amount; and means for 
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providing two-way video and audio communication with a monitoring facility remote from 
said payment terminal enabling two-way audio and video interaction between a 
customer at the payment terminal and a live attendant at the monitoring facility, as 
recited in claims 1, 5, and 10 above. 

Claims 2-4, 6-9, 11-13 incorporate the features of claims 1 , 5, and 1 0 through 
their dependencies, and are also allowed for the same reasons given above. 

The drawings filed on 7/1 1/01 have been acknowledged and considered by the 
Examiner.
